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Several members of the Korean Labor Party from both North and South Korea 
were sent to Moscow in the late fall of 1949 (exact date unimown) for a 
retraining course in Communist ideology.* These versons are felt by Morean 
Communists to have streyed from the varty line and to require a ~eriod of 
study -nd reorientation before they can agsin be received into the tarty 
comncils.
